OHRISTMAS ISLAND, . 

Wo havo had the pleasure of seving one 
of the last arrivals from Christmna Island, 
says the Singapore’ Free Press, that last an- 
nexation of Groat Britain and dependency 
of the Straits Settlements, It is probabl, 
known to most. of our-svaJera_that. the 
Coous or heuliug Teluuds urea coral group 
lying fac out in the Isdianu Ocean, 700 miles 
5. W. of Java, and that they have been 
since 1826 im tho‘ hands of the . historic 
Ross family. In 1857 the islands were 
taken posaession of by the British Gowrn- 
ment, the father of the present owner, Mr 
George Clunias Russ, béing recogiisod as 
Superintondent. The tondoncies of the 
Rosses of old have descended to the present 
members of ‘the family, who animated by 

' the colunizing spirit of their ancestura have 
doturmiued to try and settle in Christmas 
Island. 

So far as is knows the first visitor to 
Christmas Island, which lies 200 miles 5. W. 
of Java, that is 500 miles from the Cocos 
Islands, was Captain ', G, Clunies Ross, 
who landed from one f his achooners in tha 
bay subsequently used by the Plying Fish, 
on the south of the Ieland, aud called Flying 
Fish Bay. Neur thore is the beach where 
the British Flag was hoisted when the islind 
was taken pos-cssion of by the Imperiense. 
Tho Ross family have obtained petmission 
to aettlu the: island, and they took posses- 
sion of it on November 10th, placing it in 
charge of the youngest of thy Ross family 
and his wife, with thirteen natives of tho 
Cocos Jsland. 


tmas Tsland and planted cocoanut 
trees, bt uony uf them seer to bave aur- 
vived attacks of the Iand crabs. These 
fierce’ taceans (there is a specimen in 
the Mc .m) attack everything in the way 
of vegeu.tion and it is necessary to fence 
round the gardens of vegetables and cocoa- 
nuts which the new Colonists are planting. 
The island is nearly round, ten miles in 
circumference &nd about eight handred feet 
hizh.

The gally is besprinklod with boulders and 
overarched by byautiful banian treess with 
their roots and young branchea trailing 
down. The island has never been anrveyed, 
of course, and the new settlers have only 
penetrated threo miles from the top of te 
cliff. Tho multitude of pigeons wo havo 
already spoken about and there are numer- 
ous seabirds, which may account for the 
beds of guano said to be on the island. It 
is satisfactory to know that the island will 
be no longer left to itself, and it isto be 
hoped that the skill which made the Qocos 
Islands a home for hundreds, will be equally 
successful in Christmas Island.

It is 
more than doubtfalif Chinese Inbour could 
bo secured either of the quality or in the 
quantity which would render it an efficient 
supplement to make up any deficiency of 
our aupply of the Indian cooly, The con- 
sengus of evidence from all parts of the 
world affords ample proof that the Chinaman 
is not, owing to his habits, a desirable set- - 
tler, and we feel aure we may bo thankful 
that‘neither our needa nor his necessities 
are likely at any time to induco his taking 
up his quartera td any considerable extent 
among us, Ceylon ‘affords. no field for 
oither hia trading eopacitios or his industrial -, 
power, Both are of a high order undoubt- 
edly, but we possess peuple of our own 
evil or of India adequate to our roquire- 
ments and these are tree from the disquali- ~ 
fications which have rendered Ohiness 
settlement in other Colonies obnoxious.

WHY JOHN CHINAMAN DOES NOT 
COME TO CEYLON. 

Tho Ceylon Observer says :—Tho paucity 
of the natives of China who have made this 
island (Ooylon) their residence, or wh» may 
resort to it temporarily for certain indus- 
trial pursuits, has often bean made the sub. 
ject of wondering ‘remark, especialty by 
visitors from the Straitaaod Far Kast. A 
friend who possesses opportunities for in- 
tercourss with some of tha. membars of the 
Chinese embassy in London haa offered us 0 
few obzervations on the aubjoct, According 
to him, it is o mattor for surpriae at the 
first gianco, that, while Chinese of almost 
every. class resort in Auch large numbers.to 
tho’ Straits-Sottlements;~it-ia-qaite a-rare 
sight to aee a face of the pure Mongol type 
in this colony. For one would atures lly 
expect that the affinity of religious belief 
which prevails so largely in Ceylon would 
offer a particnlarly strong inducement to the 
Buddhist Chinaman, when emigrating from 
his native land, to select this island—Lan- 
ka, the resplendent—as bis place of expa- 
tristion, There can be little doubt that 
the preference shown by him forthe British 
Settlements on the Malayan peninsula ia 
entirely a question of dollars, - Our position 
in the Straite of Malacca is a peculiar one. 
It. is the meeting-point of all our trading 
routes to the Fur East, and from this cause 
—although the superiority of Cayon in an 
agricultural and climatic sense is admitted 
—our island cannot afford the same facilities 
as do the Straits fur the prulitable exercise 
of those trading instineta with which the 
Chinese are so profasely enduwed.: As the 
reault of the exercise of these, by far the 
larger portion of the enterprise. and conse- 
quent wealth of the Straits Settlamenta is 
in the hands of immigrants who ‘have nr- 
rived there from the Ovlestial Empire ; for 
the original inhabitants are compaiatively 
unendowod by, -nature with the especial 
characteristica. which conduce towards suc- 
cess in tradiog and mining opsretions. 


said. Tho Moormen, who may, from thoir 
lung. establishmont here, bo truly said to 
form one of the native races of this island, 
share largely in those special instincts of 
the Chinese to which we havo alluded, 
Thoy have been called the Jews .f Coylon, 
and it woald certainly be very difficult vven 
fur that astute unality to overreach 
them in auy matter of bargaining, . They 
possess als, in-a striking degree qualities 
which induce the commercial contidence sa 
becessary to the conduct of suctessful 
trading, and tho credit slips of many of our 
Colombo Moori.h traders used to ‘pass our- 
rent -if they do not do ay stilialmost aa 
authoritatively a4 doca a Bank of England 
notc. Tho same: reputation happily at- 
taches tothe major part of the Ohinese 
merchants of the Straits Settlements, who 
are remarkable for honesty of dealing, fully 
fpshiving Wig. eonfidones repused in them. 
Nor are the-Sinhaleso: by any mnane defici- 
ent, at allevents: iu tho, aptitude for kean 
trading, aud it appears to be certain that 
the Chinete—who tuke-ponsage to such 
other Iudian ports as Bomb.iy. decline to 
embark in.trude at Colombo because. the 
field is siready occupied by races whom 
they regard as on a parity with themselves 
in the qualities which command success in 
such au undertaking. a
